Let us state at once that we owe no apdlogy

thcir'interest to confine their shipments during 
the year to the steamers of the “ conference "a 
rebate on the freight contributed. Our action 
in shipping a curgo by a steamer not belonging 
tothe conference does not, therefore, require 
_any ‘justification or excuse... Our reason as 
simply that we do not “find it to our interest,” 
&c, and as every one must be allowed to judge 
for himself as to what he finds ta his interest, 
the question is one to be ‘decided by us and by 
us-alone. a9 : ‘

merchants, we'really fail to see that either

showder blade. 1 think it was my - horse 
falling on me stunned me, for the wound was 
quite trifling, ‘The [lighlander took the bullet 
h his knife and tore his handkerchief 
ta strips to bind the wound up. Then 
two. soldiers took me along, but on the way 
they stopped me and took away all I had on 
me, my money ‘belt with £10, my watch and 
chain. Unfortunately, they also saw my ring 
and asked for it-as a ‘keepsake, Naturally 
enough I refused, One of them ‘seized my 
hand. I hit him back, whereupon he loaded 
his rifle and held it before my nose. Then a 
third came, and the three rascals between 
them stole my master’s ring, Tat once com; 
i plained when brought before an officer. The 
Officer, a major, 1 very nice fellaw said he was 
sorry, the soldiers had strictest orders to 
do nothing of the sort, and if] could point 
them out to him— That [had little 
chance of doing, as it was more than half 
dark alicady, and I heard no more of the 
matter, Later on I was searched again and my 
cigarettes found.’ | was so boiling.with indig- 
nation that when one of the soldiers ironically 
offered me one of my own cigarettes [ said, "1 
Pwor'teven accept my own cigarettes from an 
Englistinan, whereupon they again threatened 
me with their rifles « We were taken to an- 
other kapje and told to make ourselves comfor- 
table, ag we had to pass the night there." * Mak- 
ing oneself comfortable meant curling ap under 
arock, which was horribly painful for my shoul- 
der. Continually more prisoners were brought 
up, Ul there were at least zo of us. 1 shail not 
forget that night soon, | hadn't slept for three 
nights, having been on outpost duty.

1 wanted to find out what the popular idea 
‘ofa marksman was; 50, as Johnson was there 
ready ww’ hand, standing in front of the fire’ 
trying to balance a cigarette in his mouth I re- 
marked’ casually, “LT say, Johnson, what's a 
marksman?" He did ‘not turn round on me 
with !Well, you ought to, know, if anybody 
does,” or any silly remark of-that sort, because 
he prides himself (on the strength of Nis name,’ 
I suppose) upon being a dab at-a definition, 
and sn, circfully removing the cigarette, at 
once replied, “A man who can hit a mark.” 

“Abt I never thought of that. Tut it seems 
atrifle vague, don't you chink? What sort -of 
mark? A threepenny bit or ahaystack? And, 
haw far off?” ‘ ; ! ‘ 

He cogitated. At length he ‘proceeded: 
“AVoll, then, | should: say, a man. who. can 
hit another five times out of six when he comes 
within the range of sight, like the Boers do, 
you know.” : 7 

“T fancy you had better leave out the quali 
fication,” said I, “beenuse I don't know, We

Now the nbove conversation is not invented 
for the occasion, but was an actual fact. John-

It is easy enough to arrive at some.corrobora,, 
tion of this statement. You have only to take 
the scores, ninde by: the first ten men, say, in 
the final staze of the Queen's (they are all set 
out in jhe newspapers), which is fired at 800, 
goo and 3,000 yards, Those are not long dis- 
tances for our present day rifles, and they may 
be taken to represent the “range bf sight” 
within which you could sce a man, Then, out’ 
of all tle shots, see how Many are bull's-eyes,” 
and remember that a bull's eye is three feet 
acrass, instead of about eight inches, which is 
all that could be scen of a man when he lies 
dywn to let you shoot at him. If -he were 
moving about it would be‘a far more difficult 
matter, How many of those shots could be 
supposed to be within a circle of eight inches 
in the centre of the bull’s eye? The thing 
could not be done at five bundred yards. 

Besides which, in firing ata man, all the cir- 
cuinstances of the case would be to, one's 
disadvantage, whereas, at the targets they ark

ed, as well as.chaplains, shall. participate in the 
benefit of noutrality whilst so cmployed, and’ 
so long as there remain any wounded to, bring 
Jn and suceour,”' © . ; 
. The supplementary Convention of 1868 also 
more clearly defines the position of the medical 
staff, It states: The persons designated in 
Article IT. of the Convention shall, after the oc- 
cupation by the enemy, continue to fulfill their 
duties, according-to their wants, to the sick and

questto withdraw, thocommander of the occupy-
